APPENDAGE TO SELECTMEN’S REPORT 





To the Citizens of Northwood: 


Much interest has been evidenced by the townspeople 
regarding the Public Beach and the problem with the 
adjoining land at Northwood Lake. Since this problem 
has caused increased costs in the Selectmen’s Office, 
the Police Department, and the Recreation Commission, 
the Selectmen feel that the residents of Northwood are 
entitled to know what has happened since the Public 
Hearing, on July 21, 1961. 

As you may know, the Hearing of July 21st was for 
the purpose of determining whether or not the Town 
should take, by right of Eminent Domain, a strip of 
land, approximately 30 feet wide by 250 feet long, 
lying between the Town-owned Beach and Lake Ave- 
nue and Lake Shore Drive. 

Every person that spoke at the Hearing approved tak- 
ing the land. Greyline Sightseeing Co., owners of the 
land in question, did not appear against this action. As 
a result of the Hearing, the Selectmen notified the Grey- 
line Sightseeing Co., that the Town of Northwood had 
taken the land and they tendered the Company $1,000.00 
in damages. This amount was refused and the Grey- 
line Sightseeing Co., appealed to the Superior Court 
for redress on the Town’s action. This appeal stopped 
the Town from using the seized land for parking space. 
The Town then appealed to the Superior Court to have 
the County Commissioners settle the case. This ap- 
peal was approved by the Superior Court and the Town 
is now waiting for a hearing before the County Com- 
missioners. 

The following expenditures have been included in 
the totals of the various departments under Detailed 
Statement of Payments. The Selectmen feel that the 
voters may want to know what amounts are chargeable 
to the Northwood Lake Beach.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To Mr. Martineau, Superintendent of Schools, the School 
Board, and the Citizens of Northwood: 


It gives me pleasure to present the following report of 
the health program at the Northwood School during the 
past year. It was an especially fine one due to the open- 
ing of the splendid new school. 

We have been fortunate in having had no serious ill- 
nesses, and may I again thank the parents who have been 
most cooperative in having treatment for cases of de- 
fective vision, having dental care done, and having cases 
of greatly enlarged tonsils checked by their family phy- 
sicians. 

As occasionally a misunderstanding may exist, es- 
pecially with parents who have moved from other parts 
of the country, I should like to point out that according 
to the regulations of the State Board of Education, a 
school nurse is only permitted to give first aid care. We 
are not allowed to give internal medication to any pupil 
unless it is by order of the family physician. 

In May there was a successful Pre-school clinic, with 
eighteen children attending. It was held in the new 
Elementary School and gave the children a chance to get 
acquainted with their new classrooms. 

The following is a brief summary of the health pro- 
gram: 


Vision Tests: 162 

Hearing Tests: 6 

Heights and Weights: 157 

Teeth and Tonsils: 157 

Home Visits: 13 

(This does not include taking home a child 
with a minor upset. ) 
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Of six cases of serious vision defect, all were treated 
by a doctor. One child, who had received care under 
Sight Conservation, is still under their care. One child 
with hearing loss is also under medical treatment. In 
nine cases of serious dental cavities nearly all have had 
or are having care. 

May I extend my thanks to Mr. Martineau, the School 
Board, all the teachers, and the parents for their co- 
operation.
